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DEFAMING AMERICAN DEMOCRACY 


There? arc some American ofliccrs in Ger- 


many who 'don't seem lo have heard about 
Uncle Sam's democratic Army. They are the 
ones who voted, over civilian opposition, to 
bar enlisted guests from their ofliccr-eivilian 
club in Berlin. The GIs couldn't even attend 
church services held in the club. 


However, German fraulcins are slill wel- 


come within the exclusive portals. And they 
will bo protected from enlisted boorishness 
by these gallant officers—all of whom, we are 
sure, invariably conduct themselves like per- 
fect, gonllemen, in or otit of their cups. 


One lieutenant colonel, who said he would 


resign if soldiers were admitted, graciously 
offered to accept 90 per cent of the enlisted 
personnel. But, he added, "there are 10 per 
cent of enlisted men who do not know how l.o 
behave. We don't want these enlisted bar- 
barians with odlcers and ladies." 


We had always supposed that it was a 


function of ofliccrs to see that the men they 
command behave decently, and to discipline 
them if they don't. If 10 per cent of Ameri- 
can GIs are "barbarians," as charged, it 
would seem to reflect some discredit on their 
officers. 
Or maybe they find the "bar- 


barians' " presence so distasteful that they 
can't bear to get close enough lo them even 
lo hand them the works of Emily Post. \ 


This display of snobbery is certainly a 


wonderful way to advertise American democ- 
racy to the Germans. Those who took part 
in it would look more natural dressed as the 
monqclcd, corseted Junker officers of the late 
Kaiser's army instead of in the uniform of 
the country whose government professes that 
all mon are created equal.

Th high hopes of the founders of the 


United Nations Organr/alion at San Fran- 
cisco may appear at this moment to have 
been ill-founded. Looking at the world situ- 
ation from all sides, however, it can be 
stated without undue optimism that we are 
better off with the United Nations than we 
should have been without it. It cannot be 
said too often that habits dating back to 
the beginning of time are not going to be 
changed over night.

WHY AN INCOME'.' 


The President seems l.o feel that $6,000 a year 


is a lot of money; Dial anyone earning upward of 
56,000 is in the middl.c bracket and_ should he taxed 
heavily. It is an interesting point of view because 
what is involved is Ihc prqlctarizing of the American 
people. 


For three centuries on this continent, it has 


been our theory that a man worked !o improve the 
economic and social status of himselC and his i.ani- 
ily. No i having grown out of a feudal society, and 
with no landed aristocracy of birth existing here, 
each individual enjoyed equality (of opportunity to 
use his intents and his brawn to his best advantage. 
Here was, by that process, developed the-highest 
standard of living.known to man—and the greatest 
degree of independence within the law known'any- 
where on Ihc face of the earth. It was'that which 
Htlraclcxl. immigrants from every country lo ours.

tain provisions of the Taft-Hart- 
ley law should be 'incorporated in 
It. For instance, I believe the 
TaCt-Hartley law proviso calling 
for the freedom of speech for em- 
ployers should be extended under 
the Wagner Act," continued Mrs. 
Herrick, personnel director and 
member of the editorial staff of 
the New York Herald Tribune, 
who during'the war was director 
of personnel and labor rcla-tions

Events Are Enumerated 


Events leading up to the pass- 


age of the Tuft-Hartley law were 
enumerated by Mrs. Herrick who 
remarked that she had had an 
opportunity to see the employer's 
point of view during . the 
war 
years at the Todd Shipyards. She 
mentioned particularly the "para- 
lyzing _ effect of coal, steel, etc., 
strikes' upon American industry." 
Said the speaker, "In the opera- 
tion of the. Wagner Act, there had 
grown up a 
feeling that was 


pretty strong, the public opinion 
'that the Wagner Act was pretty 
one-sided. There was 'no require- 
ment upon unions to bargain col- 
lectively in good, faith although 
employers were required to do so. 
The new law required collective 
bargaining on the part of the un- 
ions." She admitted that in the 
vast majority of cases 
unions 


want to bargain collectively but 
there were some who, "behaved 
dictatorially with an attitude of 
sign here or else." The abuses/ 
she stated, were confined to a 
very smaH percentage' but they 
"stuck out like a sore thumb."

Law described as one which has 
been most bitterly assailed, was 
said to have served its purpose 
and that, said Mrs. Herrick is 
one of the provisions that should 
be left -out of an amended law 
but "it has served a useful pur- 
pose."

meyer, "the workers in this coun- 
try don't happen to like one single' 
thing about the Taf.t-1-Iartley Act, 
and they consider, its repeal of 
such importance that they as- 
tounded the world last Novem- 
ber.". She said that the workers 
believe it a law to strangle and 
kill them. "They hate'it," she 
said, "because of its provisions for 
delaying tactics on the part of the 
employer, complications, differen- 
ces o£ interpretation, differences 
that would get unions to fight each 
other and even get. the people 
within the same union to fight 
euch -other." 
In the role at. organiser, Miss 


Schwenkmeyer, described some oC 
the experiences encountered dur- 
ing her work in the south, par- 
ticularly in the states of Tennes- 
see, Mississippi and Alabama. She

in their stomachs? Aren't the lack- 
of these necessities just a;, serious 
as having miners. stop wo -k for a 
few days?"

nice fellow who. behaved very de- 
cently to her and never gave a 
hint he was worth millions. 


Mrs. Griffin, • a tavern- car 
hop 


who met Baker' for. the first time 
the night 'before he died, could 
give only scant help to investiga- 
ting authorities. She told officers 
she was thrown,from the jeep and 
dazed when it struck an embank- 
ment. When .she 
regained her 


senses, she saw young Baker lying 
in the road and heard him groan. 


The attractive divorcee said she 


sought companions on a nearby 
road and that Baker died a 'few 
minutes after they reached the 
scene.
